The Post Office Depart- 
ment alone records, for the past fiscal 
year, (i,250,000 pieces of original dead 
mail matter received at the Dead Letter 
Office at Washington—an increase of 
nearly 1,000,000 over last year. Nearly 
5,000,000 of these were ordinarily un- 
claimed letters; 173,700 were sent abroad 
to foreign countries and returned as not 
deliverable. 
The number held for lack 


of postage is only 121,0011, which is not 
so large when we consider the chances 
in favor of such carelessness. These lost 
letters contained over 835,000 in money, 
besides a very large amount of negotia- 
ble paper, amounting to over $1,000,000 
face value, besides postal notes to the 
value of $5,000.

The Message. 


The last communication of President 


which is to Cleveland to Congress, appears on the 


tiitside of to-day's paper. Its length is 
not so great as had been anticipated, but 
t covers a great variety of subjects. In 
he main its tone is dignified, and, under 
ther circumstances, might pass for a 


veiy creditable shte paper, but when it 


remembered that the President has 


ust been repudiated by the people his 
issumption of the right to lecture con. 
ress is a little far-fetched. The tariff 


dffords the President an unbounded field 
or discuEsion, and ho embraces the op- 
portunity in hie message to inform the 
jeople how blind they were when they 
locted a congress pledged to sustain ihe 
protection idea, and a President who does 
not believe in experimenting as to how 
near he can get to free trade without get- 
ting clear there. That portion of his 
message devoted to the tariff question 
seems to utterly ignore the fact that its 
writer a year ago fixed the issue, upon 
which he went down most ignominionsly 
after an amount of full and free discus- 
sion such as was never before known 
For the President now to re-open the 
discussion and to call in question the 
wisdom of the people's decision upon i 
is to confess that he is not imbued with 
the patriotic spirit which prompted one 
of the greatest ot his predecessors to 
say, "I have no policy to urge in oppo 
sition to the will of the people." Mr 
Cleveland shows in this act that thi 
critics in his own party who have been 
claiming that he could not accept defea 
gracefully knew their man. The Anieri 
can who, in high position, cannot refraii 
from saying that his own judgment i 
superior to the judgment of the insjorit} 
is not the man for President. lie el:0\v, 
that he is not sufficiently indoctrinate 
in the purely American idea that "tin 
people are the proper masters of boll 
congresses and courts," as Abraham Lin 
coin expressed it, and, ho might hav 
added, of Presidents as well. 


The allusion of tha president to th 


Hackville West matter is hardly to bo 
wondered at, since it cut so large a figure 
in the result of the election and helped 
In make this the last message of Mr. 
Cleveland, but it is laughable anyhow, 
and calls fresh attention to the blundering 
character of the present administration's 
foreign policy. It all people were agreed 
that Lord Snckville's offense merited tha 
treatment it received, then the discus- 
sion ot it in a grave state paper after Mr. 
Cleveland's style of treating it would be 
eminently proper, but in the light of the 
'acts it will cause something more than 
a smile to illumine the faces of several 
millions of people. 


Inasmuch as the President is not BO 


great a man as he was a year ago, he has 
sensibly injected lees of h'8 personality 
into his tmessage than he did in former 
communications, but there is still enough 
of the pronoun "I"' in it to enable the 
people to make sure of its authorship. 
No president, at least in the present gen- 
eration, has been so poorly schooled in 
the valuable accomplishment of giving to 
his state papers a purely impers^na 
character.

The representa- 
tives of those grandchildren who took no 
part in breaking the will, and who now 
find themselves poor, when, if it had re- 
mained in force, they would have been 
rich, sought to have the decree annulling 
it reversed, and the Supreme court of the 
United States has decided in their favor, 
and turns over to them farms which have 
been in other hands for forty years, and 
whose late owners, thus summarily oust- 
ed, had no idea that there was a flaw in 
their titles.

The trial of Jobn Shields, of Long 


Cm'k township, was had in Justice Cur- 
tis' court Monday afternoon. John was 
arrested on the serious charge of makinc 
an assault with a corn knife to kill hi.s 
son, Alfred, on the evening of Sundiiy, 
NOT 24th.
